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This comunnicationis in response to applicant's 
reposne filed on 03/25/2004. 

In the above-mentioned response, applicant argues that 
newly submitted claims 17-2 8 do not relate to a new invention, 
but to the same originally filed invention. Applicant further 
argues that new claims merely recast different language of 
original claims without changing their substance. 

This is not found persuasive. 

Original claims 1-4 did not fall into any statutory 
class since their scope could not be ascertained due to the fact 
that they were directed to "use" of a fluorescent dye doped 
polymer. As such, the Examiner considered remaining claims 5-16 
which were directed to a (flat panel) display device including 
the fluorescent dye doped polymer. 

The newly presented invention (claims 17-24) is 
directed to an optical fiber (claims 17-24) and a display 
(claims 26-28) including a plurality of the optical fibers. Note 
that newly presented claim 25 is non-statutory claim since its 
scope can not be ascertained due to its "use" preamble. 

Scope of the originally presented fluorescent dye doped 
polymer is different from that of now presented optical fiber. 
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The originally presented claims 1-4 were NOT directed 
to the optical fiber or fluorescent dye due to the fact that 
they were non-statutory invention claims. 

The scope of the originally filed invention of the 
(flat panel) display device including the fluorescent dye doped 
polymer is completely different from that of the jiewly presented 
invention of the optical fiber and the display device including 
a plurality of the optical fibers. 

The Examiner holds the position that newly submitted 
invention (claims 17-28) is different from that of originally 
filed invention (claims 1-16) . Cancellation originally filed 
invention (all claims 1-16) and presenting a new invention 
(claims 17-28) renders the amendment (which was filed on 
11/24/03) non- responsive .
